Co-Operative 
Wool Marketing 


| Co-operative Wool Marketing Is No 
Longer an Experiment 


Profiting by the success of numer- 
ous farmers last stason, a _ larger 
number are expected to take advan- 
tage of the co-operative method of 
marketing their wool this year. In 
Manitoba and Saskatchewan, the pro- 
vincial governments have arranged 
to assemble the wool, while in Al- 
berta—which has become the great- 
est wool producing province in Can- 
ada—it will be handled in the pro- 
vince by the various wool growers’ 
associations, Last February the 
sheep owners of the Dominion met 
at Toronto, Ontario, and organized 
an association, known as the Cana- 
dian Wool Growers’ Limited, which 
will act as an over head selling and 
purchasing agency. This association, 
being a farmers’ organization, the 
Manitoba government has decided 
to give them an opportunity of sell- 
ing the wool clip of the sheep own- 
ers in Manitoba who consign their 
wool to the department of agricul- 
ture. A large proportion of the clip 
of the other provinces will also be 
sold by the association, 

Co-operative wool marketing is no 
longer an éxperiment. Experience has 
established unquestionably the ad- 
vantage to the sate grower of sell- 
ing in this way. Selling on grade 
is helpful to the grower because of 
its educative features. It has shown 
the farmers how to handle their 
wool so that it will bring the high- 
est price, and has brought home to

Men 19 and 20 Years of Age. 
Harvest Leave. 
Leave of Absence on Ground of Extreme Hardship. 
Procedure to obtain Leave cf Absence. 


Men Nineteen and Twenty Years of Age. 


_ It has come to the attention of the Government that there is a widespread 
impression that young men of nineteen years, and those who became twenty 
since October 13, 1917, as well as those who may become nineteen from time to 
time and who have been or will be called upon to register under the Military 
Service Act, are to be immediately called to the colours. 

This impression is quite incorrect. No date has yet been fixed for calling 
upon such men to so report for duty, nor has the question been brought before 
the Cabinet for decision. In view of the need of labour on the farm, it is most 
unlikely that consideration will be given to the matter until after the harvest is 
over, although of course the Government’s action must be determined primarily 
by the military situation. 

There is no further obligation incumpent upon young men of the ages 
above mentioned who have registered or who do so hereafter, until they receive 
notice from the Registrars. 


Harvest Leave. 


Some enquiries have been received as to the possibility of granting harvest 
leave to such troops as may be in the country at that time. No definite assur- 
ance can be given on this point as advantage must be taken of ships as they 
aie available. On the other hand, harvest leave will be given if at all 
possible. 


Leave of Absence on Grounds of Extreme Hardship. 


It is desired that the Regulations respecting leave of absence in cases of hard- 
ship should be widely known and fully understood. Such leave will be granted 
in two cases:— (a) where extreme hardship arises by reason of the fact that the 
man concerned is either the only son capable of earning a livelihood, of a father 
killed or disabled on service or presently in service overseas, or in training for 
such service, or under treatment after returning from overseas; or the only 
remaining of two or more brothers capable of earning a livelihood (the other 
brother or brothers having been killed or disabled on service, or being presently 
in service overseas, or in training for overseas or under treatment after his or 
their return from overseas) ; brothers married before 4th August, 1914, living in 
separate establishments and having a child or children not to be counted, 
in determining the fact that the man is the ‘‘only’’ remaining son or brother; 
(b) where extremc hardship arises by reason of exceptional circumstances such as 
the fact that the man concerned is the sole support of a widowed mother, an 
invalid father or other helpless dependents. 

It is to be noted that in all these cases the governing factor is not hardship, 
loss or suffering to the individual concerned, but to others, that is, members of 
his family or those depending upon him. 


Procedure to obtain leave of absence. 


A simple system for dealing with these cases has been adopted. Forms of 
application have been supplied to every Depot Battalion and an officer of each 
battalion has been detailed whose duty it is to give them immediate attention. 
The man concerned should on reporting to his unit state that he desires to apply 
for leave of absence on one or more of the grounds mentioned and his application 
form will then be filled out and forwarded to Militia Headquarters, Ottawa. In 
the meantime, if the case appears meritorious, the man will be given provisional 
leave of absence for thirty days so that he may return home and continue his 
civil occupation while his case is being finally disposed of.

Should Grow Peas 


Splendid Summer Pasture for Young 
Pigs and Easy to Grow 


The high price at which peas have 
Sold on the market for the last two 
years has given a decided impetus to 
their production, Canadian produc- 
tion in 1917 exceeded the previous 
year by nearly a million bushels. 
This is as it should be. The produc- 
tion of peas is lower than that of any 
of the cereals. Insect pests, discases 
and the low price decreased the pro- 
duction of this important legume 
Previous to the war, but since then, 
due to the rapidly rising price of the 
last three years, the acreage has 
been greatly increased, especially in 
the provinces of Quebec, Saskatcus- 
wan and Alberta. When we consid- 
er the: numerous ways in which one 
can _ utilize this crop cither in the 
seed or on the vine it is surprising 
that pea growing has not received au 
even greater impetus than it did last 
season, 

Split peas and whole peas, especi- 
ally in Canada, occupy a prominent 
place in human diet in that delect- 
able food, pea soup. Pea meal is a 
very proteinaceous food, excellent 
or use in a balanced ration for 
stock-feeding purposes, furnishing as 
it dbes a low priced concentrate. 
Considering the high price of | con- 
centrates, the farmer who has a crop 
of peas, that he can convert into pea 
meal, is doing much to free himself 
from danger of exploitation at the 
hands of feed dealers. Unthreshed 
peas are of great value for sheep 
feeding purposes, being an ideal win- 
ter roughage for breeding ewes, 
while they are likewise an excellent 
feed for young cattle. They can also 
be successfully grown with oats and 
ensiled, furnishing where corn can- 
not be grown one of the most valu- 
able silage foods, or again the same 
mixture can be cured as hay and fed 
with profit throughout the winter, 
As a summer pasturage for hogs, 
they return profitable gains, an acre 
of peas forming a most valuable ad- 
unct to the summer ration coming 
in at a time when the young shoats 
are able to make the use of this kind 
of feed. 

The successful culture of peas is 
largely a matter of climate, Being 
a legume instead of a cereal, they 
are classed among those crops 
known as. soil_improvers. Whilc 
they do not do their best on light 
soil, particularly during a period of 


industrial; dry. weather, yet almost any heavy, 


well drained soil that has not been 
robbed of its virgin fertility will pro- 
duce a good crop. The best results 
are obtained by putting them on sod 
land which has been ploughed, the 
Previous autumn and thoroughly top- 
worked before seeding. ; 
Peas cannot be sown as early as 
wheat or oats, Owing to the tender- 
ness of the young vines, which a late 
spring frost is apt to damage seri- 
ona also the cold and dampness 
of the seed bed may cause a rotting 
of the seed. It is impossible to give 
an exact date when it is desirable to 
start pea Seeding, but this is a gen- 
eral rule that may be followed: If 
you have sown your wheat on the 
earliest date possible, the seeding of 
peas may be commenced from 10 to 
14 days afterwards. This rule might 
be modified in certain localities, de- 
pending entirely on the local weather 
conditions. :

| tricts, and who are desirous of try- 


ing out peas, to start in a small way. 
As peas are subject to severe  in- 
jury from frost both in the late 
spring and early autumn, it would 
be poor advice to recommend any 
farmer who is situated north of the 
50th parallel in the eastern provinces 
and nor’: of the 53rd parallel in the 
Prairie provinces, to sow a large 
acreage until he is certain that they 
will escape late spring and_ early 
fall frosts. 

The many ways in which one can 
utilize a few acres of pow with pro- 
fit should tend to make this one of 
our most popular crops instead of 
occupying, as it docs, a lower place 
than any of the - Canadian cereals. 
There are no cultural difficulties to 
discourage ¢ farmer, while the 
chief insect pést, the weevil, can al- 
ways be successfully controlled by 
the sulphite treatment. 

There is a large place for peas in

The one war map must go, and the 
other war map will make it go, In 
the meantime you will have ups and 
downs; make no mistake about that, 
You will have military ups and 
downs during the cctirse of this war. 

If the world sometimes appears 
dark to us, and we fcel the © strain 
and oppression the oth: r side feels it 
much more. They cannot stand the 
strain, and these little victorics over 
Serbia, Rumania, and Italy can only 
prolong the.war and prolong _ the 
agony of Germany and her allies. 
The war, so far as the military war 
is concerned, will be decided in the 
main theatre, and that is on the 
western front, Germany cannot win 
on the battlefield unless she can beat 
the British army, the French 


army, 
and the American army. They may 
have temporary success, but that 
will not help in winning the war. 
Weare fighting the war in the thea- 
tre in which it is to be won, and may 
God help us to win it. 

Therefore I say: “Do not be dis- 
heartened with any news you get, 
The big forces, the invisible. forces, 


the people of ihe universe, the sol 
and conscience of mankind are 4ll 
fighting on your side. They appeal 
to you to be strong in yourselves. 
After all, to us of this generation, has 
come this great chance, which sel- 
dom comes to man; to you, to me, to 
the allied nations, has come the call 
to jump into the breach, and shall we 
forsake our duty and stand aside? 
Dark though the night be, yet until 
the day dawns we are not going to 
give in. If we are deemed worthy in 
the course of history to stand in that 
i breach to fight for liberty against the 
jgreatest odds the world has even 
seen, then let our bodies lie there, 
; but we will not give in, because there 
is one thing we are after, and that is 
that this shall never be repeated, and 
that no government, however power- 
ful, shall have the courage to try a 
similar deed against the peace of 
mankind again. No, we are not go- 
ing to give in—not until we have 
established the’ world’ on the new 
basis. Under the new basis let us 
have no more standiug armies. The 
young manho:* of the nations 
should no longer be sacrificed to the 
Moloch of .war. We do not want 
standing armies to weigh as a heavy 
incubus-on the economic resources of 
the nation, We want, however, de- 
velopment, wé avant all our energy, 
we want all our power exploited, to 
the development of our economic 
resources, As long as you have mil- 
itarism, as long as you have standing 
armies and these powers, poor suf- 
fering mankind will never see that 
development,

No. 14— BUTTER 


Canada's butter exports have been 
on the downward grade for a mum- 
ber of years and while in 1906 her 
net exports amounted to 33,888,074 
pounds in 1916 they had dropped to 
6,993,100 pounds, : 

On the other hand, Britain’s nor- 
mal imports of butter amount to 
to 452,795,264‘pounds and her short- 
age due to the war is 209,148,784 
pounds, 

As much butter as possible should 
be made on the farms of Canada. 
Every pound that the farmer's wife 
can make will find a ready market 
and if the output were increased a 
hundredfold it would still be sold. 

Butter-making now should be one 
of the most profitable sources of in- 
come on the farm and it is one in 
which the farmer’s wife is particu- 
larly interested. A considerable por- 
tion of the butter made in Canada 
is churned right on the farms. The 
trouble is that in many cases there 
is a lack of proper equipment with 
the result that the butter does not 
come up to the standard of cream- 
ery butter and therefore does not 
fetch as good a price. The cream- 
ery butter-maker is supplied with a 
full outfit of utensils and apparatus 
which enable him to recover the 
maximum quantity of butter from 
the cream. On the other hand, the 
farmer’s wife is frequently . handi- 
capped for lack of equipment, 

With the great demand for butter 
that now prevails it would be a pro- 
fitable investment on the part of the 
farmer and his wife to get the most 
up-to-date and scientific equipment. 
for their butter-making. As time 
goes on the market will widen for 
the milch cows of Europe are  be- 
coming scarcer all the time and 
much dependence will be placed on 
the North American continent for 4 
supply of butter.; In any event, 
whether the  butter-making cquip- 
ment on the farm is up-to-date or 
old-fashioned, the output should not 
be allowed to flag, The scarcity of 
fats is among the most serious, of 
food problems in Europe.

U-boats

charge is based on the fact that wat- 
er cannot be compressed and will 
carry in all directions the force of 
an explosion below the surface.

An uncanny invention of F, R. 
Lewis, of New York, is being tried. 
It is a depth charge, equipped with 
a powerful electro magr.st and a tank 
of compressed air. Floating fifteen 
feet below the surface, itis attracted 
toward the iron hull of a submarine 
passing close by while at the same 
time a magnetic valve releases the 
air, propelling it towards its victim. 
It attaches itself to the hull and is 
quite harmless until the U-boat dives 
lower; then comes thé explosion, 


Skill and dash are required in 
chasing a U-boat which has shown 
its periscope above the surface. If 


the bomb misses, the explosion sends 
a column of clear water into the air, 
but if it reaches its mark, a ring of 
bubbles and a film of oil rise to the 
surface,

Allied Debt to U. S. 


James M. Beck Says Seven Billion 
Dollar Debt Should: Be 
Cancelled 


Prophesying that the United States 
after the war will cancel the $7,000,- 
000,000 debt incurred by. the allies 
upon the entrance of this country in 
thé world struggle, James M. Beck, 
formerly assistant attorney general 
of the United States, recently stirred 
about 1,000 Philadelphia business 
men to a red-hot pitch of patriotic 
enthusiasm in an address on_ behalf 
of the Liberty loan, delivered on the 
floor of the stock exchange. 

“When this war ends, as it will in 
a victory for the allies,” the speaker 
said, “and Great Britain and France 
will say to our government ‘the time 
has come for us to settle the matter 
of our great indebtedness to you in 
a more formal way,’ I believe our 
government will reply by writing 
across the paper on which the money 
was lent, ‘Receipted in full.’ 

“And when they ask, ‘Receipted in 
full—how?’ our government will an- 
swer, ‘By the blood of your sons.” 

Cheers taking on the proportions 
of a mighty roar greeted the speak- 
er’s last exclamation. Many of the 
listeners were moved to the point of 
tears; strangers in the audience 
shook hands with other; cries _ of 
“Right! Right!” were heard. The 
applause lasted a minute. 

“I would be ashamed of my coun- 
try if America would take a penny of 
the sums now advanced or to be ad- 
vanced,” Mr. Beck continued, “And 
as I have said, my profound belief in 
the innate chivalry of the American 
character is such that I know this 
debt never will be mentioned in the 
way of repayment.” — Philadelphia 
Public Ledger.

May Find It Desirable in the Future 
to Get Power From the Air 

The suggestion is often heard that 
the windmill should be used for pow- 
ct purpose on the farm, To try to 
use a single mill for power purposes, 
would be like-trying to use a dog for | 
draft purposes. A large mill running | 
in a strong wind will-seldom develop | 
as much as five horsepower. If its 
power can be steadily absorbed, as 
by a storage battery, and then used 
at a higher rate for short periods, it 
will do very well. One of the best 
types of windmill, steel, 12 feet in 
diameter, in a 25-mile wind develops 
only one and a half horsepower. The 
16 foot mill under the same _ condi- 
tions develops about two and a third 
horsepower. Europe uses windmills 
in batteries, a somber of mills work- 


ing to gether—for power purposes, 


and possibly we will find it desirable 
in the future to get power from the 
air.
